After  a  three  months  vacation  we  entered  the  doors  of  Hillsboro  High 
School  as  Juniors.  We  found  we  had  lost  several  of  our  class  mates.  Betty 
Beard  decided  to  attend  school  in  North  Carolina,  and  Marilyn  Hamrick  moved 
to  Lewisburg.  Agnes  Carpenter  became  Mrs.  Mer ritt  Ga Iford ,  Charlotte 
Kershner  became  Mrs.  Fitzhugh  Perry,  and  Sylvia  McClure  attended  school 
for  awhile,  but  quit  to  get  married.  Andrew  Kinnison  and  Roy  Dean  decided 
to  help  their  fathers. 

Our  class  officers  were  Thelma  Hill,  President;  Harry  McCoy,  Vice 
President;  and  Norma  Lee  Clutter,  Secretary-Treasurer.  Our  sponsor  was 
Mr.  Jefferies  whom  we  still  have. 

Our  class  rings  arrived  November  15,  1951. 

Our  Class  play  was  "The  Adorable  Imp"  and  was  given  on  April  3.  Mrs. 
Hayes  directed  it. 

On  May  21,  we  gave  the  Junior -Senior  Banquet.  The  Sophomore  Home 
Economics  girls  served.  After  the  banquet  we  went  to  the  gymnasium  for  the 

dance.
